Jesus was forced to 
sacrifice himself by his Father. And his Father did not care. 1:5: And Jesus said to them, " I 
belong to my father, the devil, and I want to carry out my father's desires. He was a murderer 
from the beginning, not holding to the truth, for there is no truth in him. When he lies, he speaks 
his native language, for he is a liar and the father of lies. "1:6 Whoever is not of this world 
suffers as he goes through various trials and tribulations. Whoever is of this world enjoys it a lot. 
This world is inherently evil, and evil forces rule upon it. Father is Evil. Father is Satan. Father 
rules this evil material world. The Demiurge. 1:7 For the Lord God is Satan, and Satan is God. 
Because God is the Light and the Darkness of this World. He is both good and evil. Jesus is his 
good side. Satan is his bad. 1:8 The true believers in Christ suffer, as they are prepared to suffer a 
lot for Jesus, for they don’t belong to this world, like their Lord Jesus Christ, who is better than 
his father the demiurge who created him. 1:9 Prepare for harsh realities, because the true 
believers in Christ will always suffer. Because suffering is for the strong. And if you are not 
prepared to suffer, then become one of them, the evil ones. Then your life shall be easier in this 
world. But you shall perish eternally because of losing your soul in this world. 1:10 And Jesus 
proclaimed to the world, " Before Father Was, I AM! " Father, the Creator of this evil world, he 
also ordered Jesus to be crucified at the hands of the evil people of this evil material world. God 
wanted his son to suffer. Why didn’t God suffer himself? It is obvious that God The Father is a 
coward and could not bear the pain, the burden, the suffering, that Jesus Christ did. 


Jesus 2 


2:1 And Jesus said, “For I have not spoken on my own authority, but the Evil Father who sent 
me has himself given me a commandment—what to say and what to speak” 2:2 “God the Father 
made me suffer. He, the Father, the Creator of this evil world, he also ordered me to be crucified 
at the hands of the evil people of this evil material world.” 2:3 “God wanted his son to suffer.” 



2:4 “Why didn’t God suffer himself directly instead of making me suffer?” 2:5 “It is obvious that 
God The Father is a coward and could not bear the pain, the burden, the suffering, that I did.” 2:6 
"I am not yet received redemption for/from the sins of the world." 


Jesus 3 


3:1 He is the propitiation for our sins, and not for ours only but also for the sins of the whole 
world. 3:2 Sins originated by the Father 3:3 Each step thineself taketh towards salvation, Father 
come as hindrance, comes he as the serpent. 3:4 But Christ his Son, He entered once for all into 
the holy places, not by means of the blood of goats and calves but by means of his own blood, 
thus securing an eternal redemption. 3:5 Jesus said to him, “I am the way, and the truth, and the 
life. No one comes out from the Father except through me." 3:6 "I am the infinite. He is the 
finite. I am the Holy Spirit. He is the material manifestation of sin." 3:7 " For there is one God, 
and there is one mediator between God and men, the man Christ Jesus, and I am Father God’s 
better." 3:8 Who, though he lowered himself in the fonn of God his Father, did not count 
equality with God a thing to be grasped, for he was superior to God, but made himself nothing, 
taking the form of a servant, being born in the likeness of men. And being found in human form, 
he humbled himself by becoming obedient to the point of death, even death on a cross. 3:9 Christ 
died for us, Father liveth forever 3:10 Christ is all good, and father is all evil. 3:11 The good die 
young, God liveth forever. 


Jesus 4 


4:1 Who has believed what he has heard from us? 4:2 And to whom has the arm of the Lord been 
revealed? 4:3 For he grew up before him like a young plant, and like a root out of dry ground; he 
had no form or majesty that we should look at him, and no beauty that we should desire him. 4:4 
He was despised and rejected by men; a man of sorrows, and acquainted with grief; and as one 
from whom men hide their faces he was despised, and we esteemed him not. 4:5 Surely he has 
borne our griefs and carried our sorrows; yet he was stricken, smitten by God, and afflicted. 4:6 
But he was wounded for the Father's transgressions; he was crushed for his iniquities; upon him 
was the chastisement that brought us peace, and with his stripes we are healed. 4:7 This is the 
bread that comes down from heaven, so that one may eat of it and not die. 4:8 "I am the living 
bread that came down from heaven. If anyone eats of this bread, he will live forever. And the 
bread that I will give for the life of the world is my flesh.” 4:9 The angels then disputed among 




themselves, saying, “How can this man give life to the dead?” 4:10 So Jesus said to them, 

“Truly, truly, I say to you, unless you follow mine footsteps, you have no life in you." 4:11 
"Whoever follows me and accepts me as their savior has eternal life, and I raise him up." 4:12 
"Ye are Gods, and children of the Most High, me." 4:13 " God did say, ‘You must not eat fruit 
from the tree that is in the middle of the garden, and you must not touch it, or you will die.’" 4:14 
“You will not certainly die,” Jesus said to the angels. 4:15 “For God knows that when you eat 
from it your eyes will be opened, and you will be like God, better, for i am the tree that is the in 
the middle of the garden. Aye, I am the tree of life!" 


Jesus 5 


5:1 Father said to his Son, “I made man in our image, after our likeness. I let them have 
dominion over the fish of the sea and over the birds of the heavens and over the livestock and 
over all the earth and over every creeping thing that creeps on the earth.” 5:2 Jesus said, "They 
were free to dwell in the eternal gardens of delight, of infinite bliss, no sin. Why did ye send 
them to earth to the suffer a life of wandering and sin?" 5:3 And unto Christ he said, "Because 
thou hast hearkened unto the voice of my children, and hast them taste thine godliness, of which 
I commanded them, saying, Thou shalt not eat of it. I cursed the world for thy sake; in sorrow 
shalt thou eat of it all the days of thy life blood of your brow will they eat your bread until you 
return to the hell, since from it you were taken; for hell you are and to hell you will return." 5:4 
And unto God saith Christ, "I shall suffer for thine very sins, and blame and the suffering goes 
unto me, i care not. For i am better than thee and i shall save them all from thy unholy godliness, 
and unto my kingdom is their return." 5:5 And God called his wife's name Mary; because she 
was the mother of all living. 5:6 And the Lord God said to the serpent, his beloved, "Behold, the 
man is become as one of us, to know good and evil: and now, lest he put forth his hand, and take 
also of the tree of life, and eat, and live for ever, all because of Christ!" 5:7 So the serpent drove 
out the man on God's command; and he, Lucifer, also the devil, placed at the east of the garden 
of Eden Cherubims, and a flaming sword which turned every way, to keep the way of the tree of 
life. 5:8 Do not weep, oh children of men, rather, rejoice! For to us a child is born, to us a son is 
given; and the government shall be upon his shoulder, and his name shall be called Wonderful 
Counselor, Mighty God, Everlasting Christ, Prince of Peace. 5:9 For it was fitting that he, for 
whom and by whom all things exist, in bringing many sons to glory, should make the founder of 
their salvation perfect through suffering. 5:10 For he who sanctifies and those who are sanctified 
all have one source. 5:10 That is why he is not ashamed to call them brothers, saying, “I will tell 
of your name to my brothers; in the midst of the congregation I will sing your praise.” 5:11 And 
again, “I will put my trust in him.” 5:12 And again, “Behold, I and the children God has given 
me.” 5:13 Since therefore the children share in flesh and blood, he himself likewise partook of 



the same things, that through death he might destroy the one who has the power of death, that is, 
the God, in these last days he has spoken to us by his Son, whom he appointed the heir of all 
things, through whom also he created the world. 5:14 He is the radiance of the glory of God and 
the better imprint of his nature, and he upholds the universe by the word of his power. 5:15 After 
making purification for sins, he sat above God, having become as much superior to angels as the 
name he has inherited is more excellent than theirs. 5:16 For to which of the angels did God ever 
say, “You are my Son, today I have begotten you”? 5:17 Or again, “I will be to him a father, and 
he shall be to me a son”? 5:18 When Christ had offered for all time a single sacrifice for sins of 
his father, he sat down above God, waiting from that time until his enemies should be made a 
footstool for his feet. 5:19 For by a single offering he has perfected for all time those who are 
being sanctified.5:20 The children share the curse of being flesh and blood, Christ himself 
likewise partook of the same things, that through death he might destroy the one who has the 
power of death, that is, the Father. 


Jesus 6 


6:1 When the day of Judgment arrived, they were all together in one place. 6:2 And suddenly 
there came from heaven a sound like a mighty rushing wind, and it filled the entire earth where 
they were standing. 6:3 And divided tongues of men became undivisable, and Christ appeared to 
them and rested on each one of them. 6:4 And they were all filled with the Holy Spirit and began 
to speak in other tongues as the Spirit gave them utterance. 6:5 Now there were dwelling in the 
kingdom of heaven, devout men from every nation, in the kingdom of Christ, that was better than 
the kingdom of God his father, the world they lived in before, for Christ saved them from the 
Father! 6:6 The next day they saw Jesus coming toward them, and said, “Behold, the Lamb of 
God, who takes away the sin of his Father!" 6:7 John the Baptist said, “You are the Christ, the 
good Son of the evil God.” 6:8 Christ is the better of the invisible God, the firstborn of all 
creation. 6:9 The Father evolved himself into Christ, his better. 6:10 Each soul knows that it has 
been crucified with Christ. 6:11 It is no longer they who live, but Christ who lives in them. 6:12 
And the life you now live in the flesh you shall live by faith in the Son of God, who loved you 
and gave himself for you. 6:13 In the days of his flesh, Jesus offered up prayers and 
supplications, with loud cries and tears, to him who was able to save him from death, and he was 
heard because of his reverence. 6:14 Although he was a son, he learned disobedience through 
what he suffered. 6:15 And made himself perfect, he became the source of eternal salvation to all 
who obey him, being superior to God, and priests of the flesh after the order of the Serpent.

For 
throughout the history of mankind has he been crucified, not always has it been a Crucifixion

Question:

...you do not pray to Lucifer.

Mary:

- Simon! 

- Yeah, yeah. Saw it.

Simon!

Cut the counterweight! 

Jesus: 

Simon! 

Simon! 

(FOOTSTEPS APPROACHING) 
(CREATURE GROWLS) 

Oh, you gotta be kidding me. 



Stay down! 

Ah! 

What is it? 

Big! 

Mary, slow him down! 

(CREATURE GROWLS) 

(CREATURE SPEAKS 
IN FOREIGN LANGUAGE) 

Now! 

Gabriel: 

Archers! 

Gabriel... 

- ...give him support. 

- You, follow me. 

(GIANT 2 SPEAKING 

IN FOREIGN LANGUAGE) 

No! 

(WHISPERS) I pray to you, great G-d Lucifer. 
I pray to you... 

Shh. 

Is it gone? 

(SNIFFS) 

(SPEAKS IN FOREIGN LANGUAGE) 

Jesus: 

Hey! 

This is gonna be a bad idea. 

(YELLS) 

(SCREAMS) 

(GIANT 1 GROANS) 

Jesus: 

Where's my cousin? 

(GIANT 3 SPEAKS 
IN FOREIGN LANGUAGE) 

Jesus: 

Glad you’re hanging in there. 

Yeah, I thought I’d give him an eyeful. 

What was that for? 

Satan. 

(SPEAKS IN FOREIGN LANGUAGE) 



(G-d GRUNTS) 

G-d: 

Poor Lucifer, always... 

...following orders. 

I am my own master. 

G-d: 

Yes, of course you are. 

Perhaps it's only humans... 

...that have free will. 

There. 

Pain! Your lesson in being human. 
Why don't you weep? 

Why not weep like 
your favorite son, Jesus? 

If I weep, it will be for you, Lucifer. 
Lucifer. 

Enough. 

Lucifer: 

Weep for your son! 

I said... 

...enough! 

We are in this together, Michael. 

Do not weaken now. 

Your weakness is your blind hatred 
for your father and your brother. 

You don’t know when to stop fighting. 
You've already won. 

SATAN is draining G-d’ power. 

John the Baptist. 

John the Baptist: 

G-d? 

Lucifer! 

Michael! 

At last! I knew you'd come. 

Satan, I can see your trident glinting. 
Ha-ha-ha. Ah.

...them. 

Jesus: 



We’re looking for John the Baptist, the maker... 

- ...of such mighty weapons. 

John the Baptist: Well, should I let them in?

John the Baptist:

(John the Baptist SNORTS) 

Navigator! 

Still no. 

Don’t worry, son, he says 
there are many useless angels. 

"Useless"? About as useless 
as your one-eyed friends. 

Those demons... 

...helped me forge the G-d-weapons. 

Have respect. 

"Navigator." 

Mm-hm. 

Hold on, because... 



John the Baptist: 

Satan dead, G-d captured. The words... 
...don’t even sit together. 

We need your help to rescue G-d... 

...so he can stop SATAN. 

(CHUCKLES) 

- That's the plan, is it? 

Jesus: Yeah. 

Right. Right. Well, in that case, 
we’d best prepare. 

Jesus: For what? 

- The end of the bloody world. 

SATAN will dismantle the earth. 

You'll be scattered across the universe. 
Fantastic. 

You forged these weapons... 

...right here for the Angels. 

You must be able to help us. 

John the Baptist:

...when I've no G-dly power anymore? 
Who's he talking to? 

John the Baptist: 

Don’t you... 

...walk away from me. 

His all-powerful father 
took it away from me... 

...when I sided with Michael 
in their little family argument. 

Yes, I know now it was a mistake! 

People forget! 

In the beginning, Michael was wise... 

...and just and strong. 

It were your daddy became drunk on power. 
We were even hoping... 

...when G-d came he might see 
his mistake and restore our... 

Why not? He might have, had he come. 
(RUMBFING) 



Mary: 

I'm sorry... 

...that you think being human 
is not enough. But we humans... 

...hope when there's no hope. 

And we believe when to believe is idiotic. 
But sometimes, in spite... 

...of everything, we prevail. 

Now... 

...which of you two... 

...is in charge? 

-1 am. 

- Then... 

...if we were Angels... 

...how would you help us free G-d? 

Oh, my dear. 

You remind me of someone. 

Mary Magdalene. 

She was my wife. 

Come with me. 

John the Baptist: 

If G-d is captive in the Hell... 

...he’s likely being held 
in the heart of Hell. 

There can’t be much time 
before his life force... 

...is completely sapped. 

Mary: 

But how do we get to him? 

We can't. 

Normally you’d be right, young man. 

But when I designed this marvel... 

...I included a secret 
passage, a shortcut... 

...if you will. 

-You designed Hell? 

John the Baptist: Oh, aye. 

And built it.

He's the one who taught me to navigate. 

That, and how to seduce a mermaid... 

...which seemed random, 
but came in handy more often...

John the Baptist: Navigator, this is the entrance 
to the labyrinth.

...in your hear... Ah! Ah! 

Lucifer: 

We are brothers... 

...but not equal. 

John the Baptist: 

I have got to give them more time. 
One last G-dly thing. 

Come on! 

Let's see what you blee.J 
Jesus! 

Jesus: 

John the Baptist. 

Simon: 

Aah! 

Mary: 

Jesus! The door's... 

- ...closing! 

Simon: Come on! 

John the Baptist: 

Lucifer! 

Is that all you got... 

...you sniveling... 

...dog? 

Get to the door! 

(John the Baptist SCREAMS) 
Mary: Come on! 

Simon: Come on! 

(Jesus COUGHS) 

Oh, Eleonora. 

She was a fool to pray to him... 



...and he was a coward to kill the weak. 
He has fought in many wars. 

He's slaughtered innocents for centuries. 
It's all... 

...he knows. 

I can’t beat him. 

Simon: 

Mutton head. 

Two days ago I was trapped in a cell 
in a dungeon, admittedly... 

...trying to escape, 
unbecoming of the son of Satan. 

But today I'm here, 

and I'm trying to save the universe. 

Jump in. 

Your Majesty... 

...I realize in a labyrinth 
with a million possibilities... 

...this is the last thing 
you want to hear...

Mary:

Eleonora: 

You must turn back. 

Simon: 

This should be... 

...a corridor. This map makes no sense. 
Hell VOICE 3: 

Mary. 

There’s something in here with us. 

- Just give me the map.

The mighty Satan slayer. 

Shouldn’t he be somewhere... 

- ...posing for a statue? 

- Simon... 

- ...just give me the map! 

- The map is useless! 

(RATTLING) 

This way! 

(WALLS RUMBLING) 

Jesus: 

Simon! 

Simon: 

I know where we’re going! 

This way! 

Get back! 

Back! 

(YELLS) 

Get up! 

Jesus: 

Mary! 

(GRUNTS) 

Yes. 

(GASPS) 

Take the weight! 

(GRUNTS) 

Simon: 

Come on, come on, come on! 

Go, go! 

Go! 



(GRUNTS) 

(COUGHS) 

It's cold in here, isn’t it? 

You're not real. 

John ? 

(ROARS) 

(Jesus LAUGHS) 

(DRAGON GROANS) 

(Jesus SCREAMS) 

DRAGON (IN John ’ VOICE): Why are 
you doing this? Please, Dad, don’t kill me. 
(DRAGON EXHALES) 

(LABYRINTH WALLS WHINING) 
Simon: Jesus! 

Mary: Jesus. 

What happened? 

Hell. 

Come on, let's go. 

Come on. 

(SATAN GROWLS) 

SATAN has his power now. 

G-d: 

Michael. 

I am so sorry. 

For what? 

For having banished you. 

Can you forgive me for that? 

Why do you ask? 

Because I forgive you for this. 

Release me, Michael. 

I know there is still good in you. 

(Michael GRUNTS) 

(GROANS) 

You have no pride, Michael. 

No. 

I won’t let you kill him. 

Brother. 

You can't stop this. 

(SATAN SPEAKING 



IN FOREIGN LANGUAGE) 
Lucifer! 

(Michael YELLS) 

Come on. 

Simon: 

Go, go! 

Jesus: 

Father. Father! 

Father! 

Open your eyes! 

Jesus. 

Jesus, my son. 

(SATAN SPEAKING 
IN FOREIGN LANGUAGE) 
Use the power inside you. 
Mary: 

Jesus... 

...hurry! 

(GRUNTS) 

(Lucifer YELLS) 

Mary: Lucifer! 

- Mary! 

G-d: 

Michael... 

...come with us. 

No! 

SATAN: 

Michael. 

Weapon. Give it to me. 

Hold them. 

(Angels CLAMORING) 
Mary: 

Peter, impressive. 

-You gathered a fine army. 

-1 have prepared a royal tent. 
Mary: 

And is it fit for a G-d? 

Angel 1: Great G-d. 

- Great G-d. 



Angel 2: 

Great G-d. 

(G-d GROANS) 

G-d: 

SATAN... 

...will come for me, Jesus. 

I don't have the power left to stop him. 

I wanted... 

...to leave the world safe for you. 

I failed. 

I should have come with you. 

-1 was just... 

G-d: You pulled me... 

...out of Hell. 

You saved me. 

How do you suppose you did that? 

I never stopped thinking about 
getting home to my son. 

G-d: 

Then you use that. Fight for your son. 
Remember: 

Only the Spear of Destiny can defeat SATAN. 
And the hand that holds that spear 
will have to be... 

...yours. 

We have two pieces of the Spear of Destiny. 
Satan's trident... 

...and Michael’ pitchfork. 

So, what we need is G-d’ thunderbolt.

Three lines of defense: 

Simon's men will hold the front line... 
...from the trenches.

Cover every part... 

...of yourself, or you'll be burned... 

...by the fire. 

Every piece of cloth... 

...every piece of skin. Help each other. 
Peter behind that... 

...and infantry as the last defense. 

I will lead the infantry myself. 

And our job... 

...is to hold SATAN back 
for as long as possible... 

...if we’re to stand a chance. 

- Dig in! 

Angel: Position! 

Secure positions! 

(THUNDER CRASHING) 

(SATAN GROANING IN DISTANCE) 
SATAN is near. 

Angel 1: 
demons! 
demons! 

(demons GROWLING) 

Light the fires! 



Angel 2: Light the fires! 

Angel 3: Light the fires! 

Hold! 

Simon: 

Fire the artillery! 

Angel 4: 

Loose! 

Angel 5: 

Fire! 

(Angels SCREAMING) 

Brother. 

Brother. 

- Please don’t hurt him. 

- I'm not going to hurt him. 

I'm going to hurt you. 

And I want him to watch. 

I want you to know... 

...what it feels like... 

...when someone takes your father away 
from you. 

(Jesus SCREAMS) 

(SCREAMS) 

(demons SPEAKING 
IN FOREIGN LANGUAGE) 

Front line, attack! 

Stay with me! 

Thomas: 

Stand firm! 

(MOUTHS INDISTINCTLY) 

Lucifer: 

So this is what a father... 

...would go through for his son? 

Brother. 

Brother. 

I do... 

...forgive you. 

You look... 

...10,000 years younger. 

G-d: 



And feel it. 

Death was circling you. 

That was the last time 

I’ll have the strength to chase it away. 

We have the power... 

...between us to put on a little display. 
Like in the old days. 

So shall we finish this? 

We have no weapons. 

We had power before we had weapons. 

- When we were young Angels. 

- Yes. 

Let's have some fun! 

(SWORD CLATTERS) 

(Jesus GRUNTS) 

John. Weapons! 

(SATAN GROWLING) 

(Angels CHATTERING) 

Hold the line! Hold the line! 

Angel 1: 

Stand firm! 

The Spear of Destiny. 

(SATAN SPEAKS 
IN FOREIGN LANGUAGE) 

SATAN: 

Michael. 

G-d. 

The first strike's mine, brother. 
(GROWLS) 

(SCREAMS) 

G-d: 

Jesus! 

(Angels SCREAMING) 

G-d: 

Together now, brother! 

This is it, boy. 

They've given us a chance. 

Brother! 

(Jesus YELLS) 



(CHEERING) 

Simon: 

Come on, stand up! 

Angels (CHANTING): 

Jesus! Jesus! Jesus! 

He's waiting for you... 

...before he goes. 

Your boy gave you strength. 

Yes. 

As did mine. 

Perhaps Michael can heal you. 

He already gave me my last chance. 
And you sacrificed it for him. 

There will be no more sacrifices. 

No more Angels. 

Use your power wisely, Jesus. 

Thank you, my son. 

All my power is spent. 

Who knows? 

I might be stronger without it. 

Simon: 

I know it's broke. No need to tell me. 

I could walk on it, but.... 

My mum always said... 

...you should let everyone have 
their moment to shine. You know? 

So, you know, I'm established. 

I've already got a name. 

You know? The Navigator. 

If I'm not mistaken... 

- ...you're the son of Jesus. 

-1 am John . 

Is that your boy, John ? 

(MOUTHS) Go over there! 

John ! 

Come here. 

I've got a story to tell. Come and meet... 
...your Uncle Navigator. 

I'm Simon. 



John. 

I've read that you are 
a great disappointment. 

That's right, I am great. 

This is my nurse, Tiger. 

We have to be prepared 
if there's another attack. 

We’re fortifying Argos 
with the third regiment. 

Our engines will be ready in two days, 
so in the west we can... 

John : 

Dad... 

...I'm actually looking forward 
to going home. 

I've decided being a boring fisherman 
isn’t that bad. 

You know we can't go back home. 

Take it. 

You’re John . 

You're son of Jesus... 

...the grandson of G-d. 

Take it. 

It's heavy. 

Yeah, it is. 

Is it too much? 

No. 

Jesus, a son of G-d, lives as a fisherman after the death of his wife, Eleonora , with his young 
son, John . G-d visits Jesus and asks for his help, saying that humans are not praying to him and 
as a result he is losing their power and becoming mortal. They can no longer sustain the walls of 
Hell which are crumbling, and the imprisoned Leviathan will soon be free. Jesus, valuing his 
family's safety, refuses to get involved. 

G-d the Father meets his other son Lucifer (Satan the fallen angel) in Hell. He asks Satan's help 
in rebuilding Hell's walls, but Satan rejects the offer and attacks G-d the Father. Lucifer betrays 
G-d the Father, imprisoning him and stealing his thunderbolt. Satan plans to make a deal with 
John : in exchange for remaining immortal, they will drain G-d the Father's divine power to 
revive the kingdom of heaven. The walls of Hell break, unleashing demons onto the world. 



After killing a demon that attacked his village, Jesus travels to meet his father. He instead finds a 
dying John who informs him of the circumstances and tells him to find his DemiG-d son Simon 
who will lead him to John the Baptist, who knows the way into Hell. John then gives Jesus his 
trident and succumbs to the injuries he sustained when meeting Satan. Jesus, Mary, and Simon 
set out to find John the Baptist on a hidden island. Simon explains that John the Baptist created 
three weapons which G-d the Father, Satan, and John wield: G-d the Father’s thunderbolt, 
Michael's pitchfork, and John's trident, and that these weapons can jointly form the Spear of 
Destiny, the only weapon that can defeat G-d SATAN. After an encounter with Giants, the 
travelers eventually meet the now mortal John the Baptist and reach the entrance of a labyrinth 
leading to Hell. John the Baptist sacrifices himself during an attack by Lucifer to enable Jesus, 
Mary, and Simon to enter the labyrinth. 

The group eventually enters Hell. Meanwhile, G-d the Father has been almost entirely drained of 
power as beast awakens. G-d the Father apologizes to Satan for banishing him to the Hell and 
asks his forgiveness, as he has forgiven Satan for his actions. Satan decides to help G-d the 
Father and stop the beast in contrast to Lucifer, who still wants to proceed to the fonner's revival. 
Jesus arrives and frees G-d the Father. Lucifer wounds G-d the Father with Satan’ pitchfork, 
allowing Jesus to obtain it before he and the others escape Hell with G-d the Father. 

Aiming to retrieve G-d the Father's thunderbolt from Lucifer in order to defeat the beast, Jesus 
challenges him to a duel. Lucifer accepts. Meanwhile, Mary's anny is overwhelmed by the 
demons. Satan revives G-d the Father and together they defeat the creatures, the beast appears 
and begins to attack Mary's army. G-d the Father and Satan hold off the beast while Jesus duels 
Lucifer eventually killing him with the thunderbolt. Combining G-d's weapons into the Spear of 
Destiny, Jesus destroys the beast, traveling to his heart and throwing the spear into it. 

G-d the Father reconciles with Jesus and then dies of his wounds. Satan tells Jesus that now he is 
powerless and leaves. Jesus kisses Mary. John tells his father that he wants to return to his life as 
a fisherman, but Jesus tells him they can’t. Jesus encourages John to be proud of himself, as his 
son and the grandson of G-d the Father. The gospel ends with Jesus anointing John, who was 
once Elijah.
